PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  District  of  Balby-with-Hexthorpe  is  situated  to  the  South  of  the  Borough 
of  Doncaster,  being  bounded  on  the  South  by  the  parish  of  Warmsworth,  on  the  East  by  the 
parish  of  Loversall,  and  on  the  West  by  the  River  Don. 

The  geological  formation  of  the  subsoil  is  mainly  of  red  sand.  Balby  slopes  away  from  the 
Doncaster  and  Sheffield  main  road  to  the  South-east,  ^iiere  a portion  of  the  land  is  very  low  and 
not  under-drained,  the  height  above  the  sea  level  being  19  feet.  The  highest  point  in  Balby  is 
about  105  feet  above  the  sea  level.  Hexthorpe,  which  is  on  the  Don  side  of  the  Great  Central 
Railway,  has  a subsoil  of  clay  and  shale,  or  loosely  bedded  limestone.  The  district  is  more  even 
in  formation,  and  is  about  42  feet  above  the  sea  level. 

The  entire  area  of  Balby-with-Hexthorpe  is  1,613  acres.  The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  at  the  last  Census  was  1,445,  with  an  average  number  of  persons  per  house  of  4'6. 


POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  of  Balby-with-Hexthorpe  at  the  middle  of  1908  was  8,601, 
showing  an  increase  of  1,820  over  the  ascertained  population  (6,781)  of  the  Census  year — 1901. 
This  estimate  shows  a very  considerable  increase,  yet  there  is  little  reason  to  believe  it  is  over- 
estimated. The  growth  of  the  District  has  continued  to  make  rapid  strides,  192  plans  for  new 
houses  having  been  passed  by  your  Council  during  the  past  year,  in  comparison  with  130,  85, 
49,  56,  111,  and  52  in  the  six  preceding  years. 


BIRTH-RATE  (35'8). 

During  the  past  year,  no  fewer  than  308  births  were  registered  as  having  occurred  within 
the  district.  This  is  by  far  the  largest  number  of  births  yet  recorded,  the  average  number  for  the 
past  ten  years  being  239  ; the  highest  number  being  282  in  1906,  and  the  lowest  213  in  1904. 
The  birth-rate  for  the  past  twelve  months  is  35'8,  a highly  satisfactory  rate,  although  by  no 
means  the  highest  this  prolific  district  has  furnished  within  the  past  decade,  for  in  1902  the  birth- 
rate was  36'2,  and  in  1898,  36T.

DEATH-R.\TE  (12  5). 

During  1908,  175  deaths  were  registered,  yielding  a death-rate  of  20  3 per  1,000  ; from 
this  number  there  have  to  be  subtracted  the  deaths  of  72  non-residents  in  Public  Institutions  in 
the  district,  and  to  it  have  to  be  added  the  deaths  of  5 residents  registered  in  Public  Institutions 
beyond  the  District.  When  this  is  done,  the  actual  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  Balby-with- 
Hexthorpe  is  108,  making  the  Death-rate— the  true  or  correct  Death-rate — for  the  past  year  12'5. 
This  return  is  very  considerably  lower  than  the  average  rate  (14  3)  of  the  past  decade,  but  is  by  no 
means  the  record  for  the  district,  for  1P4  was  recorded  in  1906  and  121  in  1898.  The  highest 
rate  in  the  ten  years  under  notice  was  18  3 in  1900.  The  Death-rate  this  year  may  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory,  the  more  especially  as  the  rates  for  the  preceding  years  were  all  considerably  below 
the  ten  yearly  average.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE  (110'3). 


The  deaths  of  34  children  under  twelve  months  of  age  were  registered  during  the  year, 
in  contrast  with  32  in  1907,  and  an  average  number  of  34  deaths  in  the  ten  preceding  years. 
The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  past  year  is  110'3  per  1,000  births,  which  is  one  of  the 
lowest  rates  Balby-with-Hexthorpe  has  furnished.  Only  in  one  year  has  the  rate  fallen 
below  this,  viz.,  in  1900,  when  26  deaths  yielded  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  105.  The  average 
rate  for  the  years  1896-1907  stands  at  142  3.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  blots  on  our  Annual 
Reports  as  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  of  192  in  1899  and  185  in  1903  may  not  reappear.

Table  V in  the  Appendix  gives  particulars  regarding  the  various  causes  of  and  ages  at 
death  of  the  infants  who  have  succumbed  within  the  past  tw'elve  months.  From  this  table  it 
will  be  seen  that  of  the  34  deaths,  13  were  of  infants  under  one  month  of  age,  and  that  of  this 
number  11  were  under  one  week  old.  Of  these  13  children,  8 were  born  prematurely,  2 had  con- 
genital defects,  and  3 died  of  convulsions,  so  that  the  larger  number,  if  not  all,  of  these  cases 
may  be  justly  placed  within  the  class  of  “ unavoidable  ” deaths.  Of  the  21  children  who  sur- 
\ ived  more  than  one  month  but  succumbed  in  less  than  12,  4 died  under  tw'o  months  of  age, 
while  the  others  dropped  off  in  twos  or  threes  with  each  succeeding  month.  Only  1 death 
occurred  from  the  common  types  of  infectious  disease,  from  whooping  cough,  at  11  months  of 
age  ; 4 children  succumbed  to  diarrhoea,  and  1 to  enteritis  ; 1 child  died  from  atrophy  ; 1 from 
meningitis  ; 2 from  convulsions  ; 1 from  bronchitis  ; 1 from  pneumonia,  and  5 from  other  causes. 
Of  the  308  births  which  occurred  in  the  year,  3 were  illegitimate,  or  less  than  one  per  cent.,  w'hile 
of  the  34  deaths,  5 were  of  illegitimate  children. 


Although  our  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  when  com- 
pared with  previous  returns,  still  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  no  section  of  the  population 
which  so  demands  the  serious  attention  of  the  community  as  the  infants,  who  have  almost  every- 
where shared  so  little  in  the  general  reduction  of  the  Birth-rate  ; and  yet  experience  seems  to 
show  that  there  is  no  section  so  likely  to  give  an  immediate  response  to  preventive  measures.  We 
in  this  district  have  done  little,  but  almost  everywhere  active  and  enthusiastic  efforts  are  now 
being  made  to  extend  the  chances  of  infant  survival.  Perhaps  in  no  field  of  hygienic  work  have 
such  large  results  followed  from  the  measures  taken,  and  there  is  therefore  the  greatest  encour- 
agement to  prosecute  preventive  measures  with  increased  activity. 

The  preventive  methods  which  may  be  adopted  to  reduce  Infantile  Mortality  embrace  : — 

The  circulation  of  cards  of  instruction  as  to  the  feeding  of  infants. 


The  employment  of  special  female  health  visitors,  who  give  instructions  regarding  the 
feeding  of  infants,  and  many  sanitary  measures  connected  with  the  home. 

The  establishment  of  sterilised  milk  depots. 


Improvement  of  slum  property. 
Increased  Attention  to  Scavenging. 


The  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  as  its  primary  motive  the 

reduction  of  the  waste  of  infantile  life  which  is  constantly  going  on  within  our  midst.  The 

Act,  which  is  an  adoptive  one,  provides  that  written  notice  of  the  birth  of  every  child  should 

be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  health  within  thirty-six  hours,  by  the  father  of  the  child 

and  by  any  person  in  attendance  on  the  mother  at  the  time  of,  or  within  six  hours  after,  the 
birth;  and  that  local  authorities  shall  supply,  free  of  charge,  addressed  and  stamped  post-cards 
to  any  medical  practitioner,  or  midwife  who  applies  for  the  same.  The  Act  also  imposes  a 
penalty  where  such  notice  of  birth  is  not  given.  .So  far,  I have  not,  as  yet,  recommended  its 
adoption,  as  it  can  be  of  no  practical  utility  until  a special  female  health  visitor  has  been  pro- 
vided by  the  District  Council. 


DEATHS  FROM  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES  (RATE  L3). 

The  term  Zymotic  Death-rate  covers  the  death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic 
Diseases,  namely  Small-pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  “ Fever” 
(Typhus,  simple,  continued,  and  Enteric),  and  Diarrhoea.  To  this  list  I have  added  Influenza. 
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The  rate  is  a jx)pular  but  very  unsafe  standard  of  the  healtli  of  a community,  as  it  is 
liable  to  g^reat  lluctuation  according  to  the  epidemic  prevalence  of  one  or  other  of  the  diseases 
mentioned.  It  may,  however,  be  safely  held  that  a high  death-rate  from  Enteric  Fever,  Diph- 
theria, or  I)iarrh(ea  implies  a defective  sanitary  state,  if  accidental  or  temporary  causes,  such 
as  climatic  conditions,  or  accidental  contaminations  of  milk  or  water,  can  be  excluded. 

During  1908,  only  4 deaths  occurred  from  Zymotic  Diseases,  2 from  Measles,  both  of 

children  under  5 years  of  age,  who  both  resided  in  Hexthorpe;  1 from  Scarlatina,  a child  under 
5 years  of  age  who  resided  in  Balby;  and  1 from  Whooping  Cough  in  an  infant  under  1 year 
of  age,  who  lived  in  Hexthorpe. 

In  1907,  15  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  were  registered;  9 in  1906;  9 in  1905;  9 

in  1904;  and  in  1903  no  fewer  than  21  deaths  were  registered  from  these  diseases.

TUBERCULAR  DE.VFH  RATE  (L4). 

During  1908,  the  deaths  of  9 persons  were  registered  as  being  due  to  Phthisis  (pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis),  and  3 further  deaths  were  ascribed  to  other  tubercular  causes.  In  1907,  only 
4 deaths  occurred  from  tubercular  disease,  all  of  which  were  due  to  Phthisis.  The  tubercular 
death-rate  for  the  past  tweh  e months  is  P4  per  1,000,  in  contrast  with  0 47  in  1907  ; 0 98  in 
1906,  and  0'63  in  1905. 

Of  the  9 deaths  w’hich  were  caused  by  Phthisis  this  year,  1 was  of  a child  under  5 years 
of  age,  2 of  young  persons  in  the  school  age  of  5 and  under  15  ; 1 in  the  adolescent  age  of  be- 
tween 15  and  25  ; and  5 were  of  adults  between  25  and  65. 

As  108  deaths  of  “ residents  ” occurred  in  1908,  it  will  be  seen  that  1 out  of  every  9 
deaths  was  due  to  tubercular  disease.  In  1907,  1 death  out  of  every  24  was  due  to  this  cause  ; 
in  1906,  1 out  of  every  12  ; and  in  1905,  1 out  of  every  21. 

\'OLUNTARY  NOTIFICATION  OF  PHTHISIS. 

(CONSUMPTION  OF  THE  LUNGS). 

The  \’oluntary  Notification  of  Phthisis  came  into  force  in  this  District  on  January  1st, 

1903,  the  notification  being  confined  to  cases  of  Tubercular  Diseases  of  the  Lungs.  For  such 
information,  the  customary  notification  fee  is  paid,  and  in  order  to  obviate  any  difficulty  which 
might  arise  o\er  questions  of  diagnosis,  the  presence  of  Tubercular  Baccili  in  the  sputum,  as 
determined  by  Bacteriological  Examination,  is  the  basis  of  such  notification.  For  such  examina- 
tion, the  County  Council  Authority  provides  facility  free  of  charge  to  all  practitioners. 

No  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  procedure  adopted  after 
notification  is  as  follows  : — The  house  is  visited  and  inspected,  and  necessary  measures  of  dis- 
infection or  other  precautions  ascertained.  As  the  utmost  pains  are  taken  to  act  in  complete 
agreement  with  the  notifying  practitioner,  and  as  the  examination  of  the  house,  surroundings, 
etc.,  cannot  but  act  in  the  patient’s  benefit,  it  is  to  be  hoped  tjiat  a much  more  active  response 
will  be  made  to  the  Council’s  request  to  practitioners  to  notify  the  disease. 

In  1907,  3 cases  of  Consumption  were  notified  ; in  1906,  2 cases  ; in  1905,  0 cases  ; in 

1904,  4 cases  ; and  in  1903,  3 cases. 

HOSPITAL  FACILITIES  FOR  CONSUMPTIVE  PATIENTS. 

Balby-with-Hexthorpe  has,  by  agreement  with  the  Borough  of  Doncaster,  the  power  to 
isolate  patients  suffering  from  Small-pox  in  the  admirable  hospital  the  Corporation  of  Don- 
caster has  provided,  and  which  is  situated  within  the  district  of  Balby-with-Hexthorpe.  The 
hospital  consists  of  a commodious  administrative  block,  and  two  separate  blocks,  which  provide 
accommodation  for  about  20  patients.  A matron  and  caretaker  are  permanently  engaged.  Several 
years  ago  it  was  proposed  and  agreed  that  the  hospital— when  not  required  for  its  primary  pur- 
pose— should  be  used  for  the  treatment  of  consumptive  patients.  Shortly  afterwards  a severe 
epidemic  of  small-pox  swept  over  the  West  Riding,  with  the  result  that  for  nearly  three  years 
the  hospital  was  in  more  or  less  constant  use  for  small-pox  patients  ; but  a very  considerable 
time  has  elapsed  since  it  was  so  occupied,  and  I again  brought  forward  the  proposal  that  it  should 
be  used  for  the  treatment  of  consumption.  The  proposal  was  at  once  agreed  to  by  the  three 
.\uthorities  concerned — the  Urban  District  of  Wheatley  having  the  same  privileges  as  Balby-with- 
Hexthorpe — and  one  block,  containing  two  wards,  with  accommodation  for  10  patients,  has  been 
set  aside  for  the  use  of  consumptive  patients.  All  permanent  charges,  which  will  include  the 
pro\ision  of  a properly-trained  nurse  in  sanatorium  treatment,  are  to  be  provided  by  the  three 
.Vuthorities,  while  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance  is,  at  all  events  in  the  first  instance,  to  be  a 
charge  upon  the  patients  themselves.  This  charge  is  not  expected  to  be  of  large  amount.  All 
the  medical  men  in  the  districts  concerned  have  been  notified  of  the  facilities  offered,  but  so  fai 
there  has  been  no  application  for  admission. 
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It  appears  to  me  that  we  have  in  this  building,  pleasant  situated,  with  grounds  which 
readily  allow  themselves  to  be  laid  out  for  such  recreative  purposes  as  may  be  required,  with  its  large 
airy  wards,  with  its  proximity  to  the  homes  and  friends  of  the  patients  who  may  occupy  it,  a 
splendid  institution  at  hand  where  much  may  be  done  in  curing  early  cases  of  the  disease, 
and  which,  by  furnishing  an  object-lesson  of  the  importance  of  such  treatment,  may  eventually 
pave  the  way  towards  the  provision  of  a permanent  institution. 

Whether  the  Hospital  is  used  or  not  for  the  purpose  indicated,  the  Authorities  will  at 
least  have  the  satisfaction  of  feeling  they  have  taken,  at  all  events,  some  share  in  affording  what 
I consider  to  be  a very  great  opportunity  to  those  suffering  from  such  a fatal  disease  as  con- 
sumption. 

I do  not  think  I am  wrong  in  stating  that  the  three  Authorities  were  the  first  in  the  West 
Riding  to  adopt  and  pay  for  Voluntary  Notification  of  Consumption,  and  I think  they  are  also  the  first 
to  provide  hospital  accommodation  for  sufferers  from  the  disease.  It  would  be  an  additional 
triumph  were  they  to  go  a step  further,  and  not  only  defray  the  permanent  charges,  but  provide 
the  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  patients  for  certain  periods  of  time.  This  I have  not  as  yet  urged, 
as  1 hoped  to  have  learnt  by  the  use  of  the  hospital  how  much  such  maintenance  was  likely  to  cost. 


COMPULSORY  NOTIFICATION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

This  measure  appears  to  be  rapidly  drawing  nearer.  With  the  beginning  of  1909  all 
“ poor  ” patients  suffering  from  the  disease  have  to  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  fees  paid  for  such  notification.  If  it  is  to  be  a law  for  one,  it  should  be  a law  for  all,  and 
my  seven  years’  experience  of  voluntary  notification  leads  me  to  believe  it  would  not  be  resented 
but  welcomed  by  every  one  concerned.  Of  course,  when  I say  every  one,  that  is  always  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  few,  who  would  equally  resent  any  measure  which  promised  to  be  of  benefit  to  the 
great  majority  of  the  race.  That  compulsory  notification  would  do  much  to  stamp  out  the  disease 
cannot  be  denied,  and  that  the  disease  requires  active  measures  to  restrain  it  is  evident  even  from 
this  Report,  which  shows  that  out  of  every  9 deaths  which  occurred  in  1908  in  Balby-with-Hex- 
thorpe,  1 was  from  tuberculosis  in  one  or  other  of  its  various  shapes. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

This  measure,  which  came  into  force  in  the  beginning  of  1908,  is  under  the  control  and 
authority  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  and  this  body,  instead  of  using  the  existing  medical 
and  sanitary  staff  as  pointed  out  in  the  memorandum  of  the  Board  of  Education,  have  appointed 
various  medical  inspectors  to  examine  the  children  in  the  areas  under  its  administration.  So  far 
as  I am  concerned,  I know  little  except  from  newspaper  reports  of  what  has  been  done,  and  my 
own  feeling  is  that  the  work — either  of  supervision  or  of  actual  inspection — should  have  been 
undertaken  by  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  or  certainly  by  such  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
who  hold  whole-time  appointments.  It  would  have  afforded  them  the  widest  opportunity  of  be- 
coming acquainted  with  the  health  of  a very  large  proportion  of  those  for  whose  health  they  are 
primarily  responsible,  and  the  work  could  not  have  suffered,  but  rather  have  benefited,  from  their 
peculiar  knowledge  of  all  the  circumstances  pertaining  to  the  homes  and  local  conditions  of  the 
children  concerned,  and  it  could  have  been  done  more  economically. 

riiat  medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  of  the  utmost  importance  I am  thoroughly 
convinced,  but  the  work  cannot  stop  at  inspection.  Children  suffering  from  diseases  which  can 
be  remedied,  must  be  cured.  And  when  it  becomes  proved,  as  I am  afraid  if,  speedily  will  be, 
that  parental  responsibility  totally  fails  to  accomplish  this,  the  State,  in  the  interests  of  the  chil- 
dren themselves  and  in  its  own  interests,  must  step  in  and  see  that  such  means  of  cure  are  not 
only  provided  but  enforced. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  1908,  41  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified.  This  figure  shown  an  in- 
crease upon  the  return  for  1907,  when  only  18  cases  were  notified,  but  it  shows  a considerable 
decrease  upon  the  average  of  the  preceding  seven  years,  which  is  about  53.  Of  this  year’s 
cases,  22  occurred  in  Balby  and  19  in  Hexthorpe.  The  cases  from  Balby  included  5 of  diphtheria, 
15  of  scarlet  fever,  and  2 of  erysipelas  ; Hexthorpe  gave  4 of  diphtheria,  13  of  scarlet  fever,  and 
2 of  erysipelas.  Of  the  total  number  of  cases,  28  (66  per  cent.)  were  of  scarlet  fever.  34  of  the 
41  cases,  or  83  per  cent.  (19  from  Balby  and  15  from  Hexthorpe)  were  removed  to  Carr  House 
Hospital  for  treatment. 
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The  following  table  gives  full  particulars  of  the  amount  of  Infectious  Disease  which  has 
occurred  in  the  District  since  the  commencement  of  my  term  of  office  : —

SMALL-POX  (0). 

No  cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred  within  the  district  since  1905,  when  3 were 

notified. 

DIPHTHERIA  (9.) 

Nine  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  5 from  Balby  and  4 from  Hexthorpe.  Of  these  cases 
7 were  treated  in  Hospital  and  2 were  isolated  at  home,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no 
fatal  cases  of  the  disease  occurred.  One  of  the  patients  was  a child  of  under  5 years,  7 were 
of  school  age  (5  to  15  years),  and  1 was  of  an  adult.  Two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  one  house. 
The  average  stay  in  Hospital  was  37' 1 days.  The  houses  were  all  thoroughly  inspected,  and 
where  any  sanitary  defects  were  discovered  these  were  attended  to. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  was  recognised  while  the 
child  was  attending  school  by  the  school  medical  inspector.  Feeling  suspicious  that  the  child 
was  suffering  from  diphtheria,  he  sent  a “ swab  ” from  the  throat  to  be  bacteriologically  ex- 
amined by  the  West  Riding  Bacteriologist.  The  case  w'as  pronounced  to  be  diphtheria,  but  for 
some  unknown  reason  or  other  no  information  of  it  was  received  at  this  office  for  some  days.  On 
visiting  the  child  no  appearance  of  the  disease  was  to  be  detected,  but  a further  “ swab  ” was 
again  found  to  contain  diphtheria  germs.  The  child  was  “ isolated  ” at  home,  and  no  further 
cases  of  the  disease  were  traceable  to  this  cause. 


TYPHOID  FEVER  (0.) 

It  is  a matter  of  the  highest  satisfaction  to  note  that  no  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred 
in  the  district  during  the  past  twelve  months.  In  1907  only  1 case  was  reported.  In  1901,  18 
cases,  and  in  1902,  23  cases  occurred. 


ERYSIPELAS  (4.) 

Four  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified,  in  contrast  with  2 in  1907,  and  an  average  num- 
ber of  5 for  the  preceding  seven  years. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER  (0.) 
.\’o  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  occurred. 


SCARLET  FEVER  (28). 

Scarlet  Fever  shows  a considerable  increase  over  1907,  for  28  cases  were  notified  in 
contrast  with  9 in  the  latter  year.  The  average  number  of  cases  for  the  seven  preceding  years 
is  35.  Of  the  28  cases,  15  occurred  in  Balby  and  13  in  Hexthorpe.  All  the  cases,  with  the 
exception  of  one,  were  removed  to  Hospital  for  treatment,  and  all,  with  one  exception,  made 
good  recoveries. 
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In  one  instance  disinfection  of  house  and  clothing  was  resisted  by  the  occupants  of  the 
infected  house,  and  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  prosecute  them  for  the  offence  under  Section  16 
of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890.  This  was  done  and  a fine  imposed.  Disinfec- 
tion was  subsequently  carried  out  to  my  satisfaction. 


ISOLATION  AND  DISINFECTION. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Corporation  of  Doncaster,  the  Urban  District  of  Balby-with- 
Hexthorpe  has  the  right  to  have  cases  of  infectious  disease  treated  in  either  of  the  Infectious 
Diseases  hospitals  belonging  to  the  former  body.  The  hospital  embraces  an  excellent  small-pox 
hospital,  modern  in  construction  and  thoroughly  complete,  at  Balby  ; and  Carr  House  Hospital  for 
the  common  types  of  infectious  disease.  The  Carr  House  Hospital  is  situated  just  outside  the 
Borough,  in  the  district  of  Carr  House  and  Elmfield.  The  hospital  was  formerly  an  old  residential 
house,  the  construction  of  which  renders  it  somewhat  difficult  and  costly  to  work.  When  only 
a comparatively  few  cases  are  being  isolated,  it  makes  a very  suitable  hospital,  but  when  fully 
occupied,  its  faults  are  at  once  rendered  apparent.  No  alterations  were  made  at  Carr  House  during 
the  year,  but  plans  for  a new  diphtheria  block  are  presently  being  prepared.  The  typhoid  fever 
block,  which  is  apart  from  the  main  building,  is  a very  useful  and  compact  little  structure. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Corporation  of  Doncaster  also  includes  the  disinfection  of 
bedding  and  clothing  from  houses  where  the  disease  occurs,  by  the  steam  disinfector  at  the  Carr 
House  Hospital.  Of  the  41  cases  of  “ fever  ” notified,  34  were  treated  in  the  hospital  at  Carr 
House.

Two  nuisances  are  left  over  as  unabated,  the  Council  now  being  in  communication  with  the 
agents  for  the  property  as  to  the  remedying  and  abating  these  nuisances. 

Twelve  Privy  Middens  have  been  done  away  with  and  Water  Closets  substituted. 

Several  reports  have  been  presented  with  regard  to  pig-keeping,  and  notices  served  upon 
the  occupiers  of  the  premises  where  pigs  are  kept,  informing  them  to  cease  keeping  pigs  or  to 
provide  more  suitable  premises,  and  further  away  from  the  dwellinghouses.  Several  cautions 
have  been  given  with  respect  to  the  cleanliness  of  backyards,  the  storing  of  offensive  matters,  etc., 
and  frequent  visits  made  to  see  that  the  persons  responsible  have  carried  out  the  wishes  of  the 
• Vuthority  with  regard  to  these  matters. 

Several  verbal  notices  have  been  given  as  regards  overcrowding,  and  invariably  the  people 
concerned  have  met  with  the  wishes  of  the  Council’s  officials  in  the  matter.

In  connection  with  the  erection  of  dwellinghouses  and  new  buildings,  175  new  drains 
have  been  inspected  and  examined  to  see  their  condition  before  being  allowed  to  be  covered  in  by 
the  builders  ; also  to  see  that  satisfactory  connections  were  made  to  our  Main  Sewers. 


WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

The  distribution  and  supply  of  water  for  domestic  and  other  purposes  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Doncaster  Corporation.  The  supply  for  Street  Watering,  Sewer  Flushing,  etc.,  is  also  taken 
from  the  Doncaster  Corporation’s  Main.  Practically  the  whole  of  the  dwellinghouses  in  our  area 
are  supplied  by  town’s  water.  In  one  or  two  instances  the  supply  is  from  wells,  and  water  of 
which  has  been  analysed  and  found  fit  for  human  consumption.  During  the  year  there  has  been 
no  shortage  of  supply  brought  to  our  notice,  or  has  any  been  found.  The  Doncaster  Corporation 
have  just  completed  the  laying  of  a 12in.  extra  Main  from  their  supply  pipe  at  Warmsworth. 
Hydrants  have  been  placed  at  suitable  distances  on  the  same,  and  I am  informed  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor  that  we  shall  have  better  pressure  in  the  case  of  fire  from  this  Main  than  the  old  Main. 

Orders  have  been  given  for  Fire  Appliances  for  use  in  the  District,  one  set  for  the  Hex- 
thorpe  side  and  one  for  the  Balby  side  ; and  the  Council  have  made  arrangements  with  the 
Doncaster  Town  Council  for  a supply  of  water  in  case  of  fire. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Whenever  a case  of  infectious  disease  occurs  within  our  area,  notification  is  received  from 
the  Medical  Officer  and  the  premises  where  the  case  occurs  is  at  once  visited  and  full  particulars 
obtained,  so  that,  if  possible,  the  source  of  infection  may  be  traced.  Also,  enquiries  are  made 
into  the  water  supply,  milk  supply,  condition  of  the  drains,  closet  accommodation,  etc.,  and  a full 
report  is  posted  to  the  Medical  Officer.  The  Head  Masters  and  Mistresses  of  the  various  Schools 
in  the  District  are  notified  of  the  address  at  which  cases  occur,  so  that  precautions  may  be  taken 
as  regards  admitting  children  to  school  from  houses  where  the  disease  exists.  A man  is  sent  by 
the  Council  and  thoroughly  flushes  the  drains.  The  ashpits  are  at  once  emptied,  lime-washed 
and  disinfected.  The  disinfection  of  the  house  is  attended  to  by  the  Medical  Officer’s  Staff. 
All  cases  treated  at  home  are  visited  frequently  until  convalescent.  In  the  case  of  Typhoid 
Fever,  the  Council  have  a stock  of  properly  sealed  pans,  which  are  sent  to  the  houses,  provided 
the  patient  is  not  treated  at  Hospital,  and  these  are  changed  each  alternate  day  and  the  contents 
taken  to  the  Sewage  Farm  and  dealt  with. 

I am  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  wise  on  the  part  of  the  Council  at  certain  periods  of  the 
year  to  undertake  the  swilling,  cleansing,  and  disinfecting  of  small  alleys  and  courts.  This  I 
have  mentioned  in  my  previous  Reports. 


SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

The  whole  of  the  sewers  are  systematically  flushed  with  town’s  water.  Certain  men 
have  been  told  off  to  undertake,  at  certain  periods,  the  cleansing  of  all  gulleys,  both  on  Main 
Roads,  Side  Streets,  and  Backways,  the  solids  being  carried  in  a sludge  cart  and  given  to  farmers 
in  the  vicinity.  The  Council  possess  two  two-wheeled  water  carts,  with  a capacity  of  300  gallons. 
I hese  are  used  both  for  street  watering  and  have  an  arrangement  attached  for  the  flushing  of 
.sewers.  Again  I would  urge  upon  the  Council  to  provide  an  extra  cart  of  the  four-wheel  type 
for  the  watering  of  the  Main  Roads,  so  that  one  of  the  two-wheelers  may  be  sent  into  the  Bye- 
streets,  from  where  we  have  many  complaints  about  the  non-watering  of  such  streets.  So  many 
bye-roads  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council  that  it  is  an  impossibility  to  attend  to  these  with  the 
carts  now  at  our  disposal.  Another  matter  is  the  accumulation  of  liquid  sludge  during  winter. 
The  Council  possess  only  one  tumbler  cart.  This  is  not  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  work  of  col- 
lection of  the  material  swept  to  the  road-side  during  bad  weather. 


NEW  WORKS,  SEWERS,  AND  DRAINS. 

A new  surface  water  drain,  length  260  yards,  has  been  laid  in  Back  Lane,  Balby,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  the  storm  water  from  a building  estate  recently  laid  out  off  Balby  Road.  A 
portion  of  the  sewer  has  been  lowered  so  as  to  provide  drainage  to  a block  of  eight  houses  where 
water  closets  have  been  substituted  for  the  old  privy  middens.  Orders  have  been  given  to  ha\e 
a new  Ventilating  Column  fixed  in  High  Road,  Balby,  and  this  work  is  now  put  in  hand.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  fixing  of  these  columns  have  been  a great  success  in  the  ventilation  of  the 
sewers  in  the  District. 
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SEWAGE  FARM  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

At  the  Sewage  Farm  there  is  an  area  of  nine  acres  laid  out  in  different  sized  beds  for 
the  treatment  of  Sewage.  The  whole  of  the  beds  are  properly  under-drained,  and  the  land  is  very 
suitable  for  the  intermittent  downward  filtration  treatment  of  Sewage.  There  are  three  tanks  used 
to  take  the  solids  from  the  raw  sewage.  The  solids  are  drawn  off  by  gravitation  to  the  Sludge 
.\reas,  where  they  are  allowed  to  dry  and  then  given  to  the  farmers  in  the  neighbourhood.  There 
is  now  a Storm  Area  where  this  water  is  sent  direct  instead  of  being  treated  through  the  tanks. 

The  Council  have  decided  against  the  growing  of  crops  at  the  Farm,  reserving  the  whole 
of  the  land  for  the  treatment  of  Sewage.  Pumps  used  for  the  raising  of  the  sewage  from  the 
low  level  sewer  are  of  the  centrifugal  type,  one  Sin.  and  one  4in.  There  is  also  one  4in.  on  hand 
in  case  of  a breakdown.  The  pumps  have  not  cost  anything  in  repairs  since  first  being  fixed. 
There  have  been  no  complaints  as  regards  quality  of  effluent  during  the  last  twelve  months. 


STREET  WORKS. 

The  following  backways  have  been  put  in  order  during  the  year  : — Crescent  Backway, 
High  Road,  Backway  in  Furnivall  Road,  and  Backway  in  Kellam  Street.  The  Council  have 
approved  of  plans  for  putting  in  order  the  following  Backways  : — King  Edward  Road,  Alexandra 
Road,  Albany  Road,  and  St.  John’s  Road  ; also  the  flagging  of  the  footways  in  connection  with 
.\lbany  Road  and  Alexandra  Road,  and  the  putting  in  order  of  Catherine  Street,  Carr  Hill. 

At  Hexthorpe,  in  Urban  Road,  a good  portion  of  the  footways  have  been  flagged,  and 
on  the  north  side  several  dangerous  steps  which  projected  on  the  footway  have  been  done  away 
with.  This  has  made  a great  improvement,  and  the  Council  have  decided  in  the  future  to  carry 
out  further  improvements  at  Hexthorpe. 

A portion  of  Urban  Road  has  been  made  on  the  Gladwell  System  of  Road-making.  As 
this  has  not  had  a twelve  months’  trial  I am  not  in  a position  to  speak  as  to  its  merits  in  com- 
pari.son  with  other  methods  of  road-making.  The  County  Council  also  sanctioned  1,800  square 
yards  being  done  on  the  same  principle  at  Tickhill  Road,  and  I hope  to  report  at  some  future 
date  how  this  system  compares  with  others. 


SCAVENGING. 

'I'he  Council  have  now  the  whole  ol  the  Scavenging  under  their  own  control.  Hav- 
ing  given  the  same  six  months’  trial  in  the  previous  year  they  decided  that  it  would  be  more 
advantageous,  more  effectively,  and  much  better  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  their  own 
officials.  It  has  also  been  proved  that  it  can  be  done  quite  as  cheaply  as  in  the  days  of  con- 
tracting. The  Collection  of  the  Nightsoil  is  carried  out  during  the  night  between  the  hours  of 
10  p.m.  and  6 a.m.  Thus  the  whole  of  the  oftensive  material  is  cleared  away  before  people 
commence  to  get  about.  Complaints  as  regards  leaving  the  Ashespits  clean,  littering  of  material 
in  Backways,  and  the  attention  regularly  in  the  cleansing  of  the  Ashespits  have  decreased  to  a 
minimum,  only  one  complaint  being  received  during  the  year  as  to  the  work  being  carried  out 
inefficiently.  As  regards  cost,  when  done  by  contract  this  worked  out  at  3s.  9'28d.  per  load  ; 
the  cost  in  the  first  six  months  under  the  Council’s  management  was  3s.  912d.  per  load,  and 
the  cost  during  the  last  twelve  months  has  been  slightly  less — 3s.  8‘18d.  per  load.  This  has 
been  the  heaviest  year  on  record  as  regards  number  of  loads  of  material  removed,  1974  as 
against  1405  in  1901  and  1716  in  1907.  I give  details  showing  the  number  of  loads  of  material

Based  on  a population  of  1907,  the  amount  of  material  removed  per  head  of  population 
is  ‘23  per  annum.  I am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  wherever  new  property  is  now  erected  and 
the  drainage  is  suitable,  the  water-carriage  system  is  adopted,  which  is  a pleasing  feature. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  eight  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  this  District.  Frequent  visits  have  been 
made  to  ascertain  their  condition,  which,  on  the  whole,  has  been  found  satisfactory.  In  one  or 
two  instances  requests  were  made  for  manure  to  be  removed,  and  this  was  carried  out. 
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SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

During  the  year  several  observations  have  been  taken,  charts  prepared,  and  submitted 
to  the  Council  for  their  inspection.  Notices  were  served  on  two  owners  of  premises,  and  for  a 
time  the  nuisance  was  abated.  Further  observations  are  to  be  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
Council,  and,  if  not  satisfactory,  instructions  will  be  given  for  a notice  to  be  served  and  request 
made  to  abate  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  emission  of  dense  smoke  from  their  chimneys. 


ROADS  AND  STREETS. 

There  is  a length  of  Main  Road  in  the  District,  two  miles  one  furlong,  which  is  repaired 
by  the  Council  at  the  instance  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  who  pay  for  the  whole  of  the 
upkeep  with  the  exception  of  street  watering.  The  length  of  other  Roads  maintained  out  of  the 
District  Fund  is  approximately  3|  miles.  The  Council  seem  favourable  to  the  repair  of  these  roads 
on  the  Tar  Macadam  principle,  having  carried  out  some  of  this  class  of  work  five  years  ago,  and 
it  has  been  found  that  it  fulfilled  all  expectations.  Application  will  be  made  to  the  County 
Council  to  repair  certain  parts  of  the  Main  Road  with  Tar  Macadam,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
permission  will  be  given,  as  this  class  of  work  can  be  carried  out  at  very  little  cost  over  and  above 
the  ordinary  water  bind  system,  not  more  in  fact  than  10  per  cent.

More  than  40  persons  are  employed  at  seven  of  these  places,  and  less  than  40  at  25. 
There  is  only  one  factory  within  the  Council’s  area  where  it  is  necessary  to  have  provision  made 
in  the  case  of  fire.  This  is  in  connection  with  a Brass  Works.  The  building  is  three-storeys 
high,  and  an  iron  staircase  is  fixed  on  the  outside  of  the  building  ; also  woodeji  steps  from  the 
second  storey  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  building.  The  whole  of  the  larger  buildings  are  pro- 
\ided  with  proper  water  closets  with  one  exception,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future 
these  privies  will  be  converted  into  proper  water  closets.  Two  closets  in  connection  with  the 
Brickyards  were  found  to  require  small  alterations  and  to  be  limewashed.  This  was  pointed  out 
to  the  respective  owners,  who  readily  complied  with  the  wishes  of  the  Council.  In  connection 
with  one  Brickyard,  new  and  more  up-to-date  Closets  for  the  use  of  the  workmen  have  been  built. 
The  whole  of  the  Drains  in  connection  with  the  several  Laundries  are  in  proper  working  order,  the 
floors  properly  paved  and  drained,  and  conveniences  for  the  use  of  workpeople  were  found  satis- 
factory. The  Mess  Rooms  in  connection  with  certain  works  have  been  visited  and  found  in  good 
condition.  In  one  instance  a woman  is  told  off  specially  to  attend  to  the  keeping  in  order  and  the 
cleansing  of  these  places.  The  general  state  of  the  Factories  and  Workshops  in  this  District  is 
found  to  be  very  satisfactory,  both  as  regards  the  ventilation  and  sanitary  arrangements.  The 
majority  of  the  works  are  of  the  one-storey  type,  and  most  of  them  are  of  quite  recent  erection.
